3. Applicants have amended claims 1-10, cancelled claims 1 1 -20 and added 
new claims 21-46 to add clarity to the same.Applicants have limited the 
conpounds by reciting R2 and R8 in Formula IV, as other than H. Therefore the 
c aims under consideration are the claims 1-10, 21-46, which are renumbered as 
claims 1 -36 respectively. 

4. Preliminary search revealed art ref. Zhmurenko et al ( Chemical Abstract 
DN 86 :1 71214). Note the core structure is : Ph-CH20NH-Pyridine-CO-NH- 
Suibstituted phenyl. Applicants have removed these compounds by "provisos" 
for substitution on to Pheny- ring(s). 

5. The other closest prior art of record ref. Schindler et al (W00002851 ) 
teaches compounds having a core:"Heterocycle-S02-Phenyl-NHCO-Dvridine-2- 
NH-S02-phenyl". Hy 

6. The references either alone or in combination do not indicate or suggest 
to arrive at the compounds of instant claims having a core:" Heterocycle-NHCO- 
pyridine-2-amino-CH2-phenyl".
